On  October  15,  1969  Elmhurst  College 
students  joined  thousands  across  the  na- 
tion in  a  Day  of  Mourning  for  the  Ameri- 
can Servicemen  killed  in  the  Viet  Nam 
Conflict.

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Jays  Break  Losing  Streak!

Newcomers  dominated  both  the  offensive 
and  defensive  line-ups  during  the  1969 
football  season  as  the  Bluejays  fought 
back  to  a  4-4  record  with  four  straight 
wins  at  the  end  of  the  year.  But  the 
leaders  in  statistics,  for  the  most  part, 
were  old-timers.  Ted  Mosier,  a  speedy 
senior  halfback,  used  the  patented  EC 
quick  pitch  to  perfection,  rambling  for 
745  yards  in  100  carries  for  a  neat  7.45 
average  gain.  He  also  scored  a  record- 
tying  ten  touchdowns  and  totaled  62 
points.  Senior  Don  Robinson's  14  pass 
completions  netted  him  a  team-leading 
291  yards  via  the  airways  in  a  season 
when  no  less  than  ten  men  attempted 
passes  for  the  Jays.  Chuck  Purdom  was 
on  the  receiving  end  of  16  of  those  tosses 
for  354  yards  to  reign  as  the  team  leader 
in  those  departments.  On  defense,  Ham- 
merin'  Hank  Dembosz  accounted  for  88 
tackles  and  92  assists.  The  senior  line- 
backer led  Elmhurst  in  both  areas.  Jim 
Roberts  and  Jim  Evans,  a  pair  of  new- 
comers to  the  EC  scene,  intercepted  two 
passes  apiece  while  letterman  Steve  Filip- 
ski  recovered  three  opposing  team  fum- 
bles. A  hugh  Homecoming  crowd  wit- 
nessed the  Bluejays  thirteenth  consecu- 
tive loss,  a  28-6  thrashing  at  the  hands  of 
Carthage,  the  eventual  undefeated  CCIW 
champions.  From  there,  co-captains 
Dembosz  and  Mike  Marsico  and  the  rest 
of  the  Jays  ripped  through  four  oppo- 
nents, starting  with  Albert  Lea,  18-7.  In 
that  one,  Mosier  equaled  his  three-touch- 
down performance  of  the  losing  cause  at 
Carroll.  Millikin  fell,  32-13,  as  EC  put  an 
end  to  a  string  of  32  consecutive  CCIW 
losses  dating  back  to  1957.  The  Jays' 
52-16  clobbering  of  North  Central  repre- 
sented Elmhurst's  greatest  scoring  out- 
burst since  1930.  In  the  final  game  of  the 
year  at  North  Park,  Coach  Wendall  Harris' 
wishbone— T  attack  "snowed"  the  hosts 
under,  30-27  for  a  fitting  end  to  a  great 
comeback  season.

Roberts,  the  baseball  Bluejays  rang  up  a 
fifteen  win  season.  Elmhurst  dropped  ten 
contests  during  the  spring,  including  nine 
losses  in  their  sixteen-game  CCIW  sched- 
ule. The  Jays'  7-9  league  mark  left  them 
in  a  fifth  place  tie  in  the  nine-team  con- 
ference. Roberts  led  EC  in  seven  pitching 
departments.  He  allowed  only  five  earned 
runs  to  cross  the  plate  during  73  2/3 
innings  of  work  for  a  remarkable  0.63 
earned  run  average.  He  started  and  com- 
pleted nine  games  while  racking  up  67 
strike  outs.  His  six  wins  led  the  staff, 
although  junior  Rick  Leonhardt  had  the 
best  winning  percentage  with  his  4-0  rec- 
ord. Senior  Dave  Victor  ran  second  to 
Roberts  in  innings  pitched,  ERA  (2.18), 
strike  outs  (40),  starts  (7),  and  complete 
games  with  six.

Chuck  Purdom  copped  the  batting  title 
with  a  .310  average  and  led  the  Bluejays 
with  a  .404  slugging  percentage.  The 
junior  outfielder  injured  his  leg  with  1/3 
of  the  season  remaining.
